A Little Conversation By the 
News Company 


Following the preceeding statement by Editor Hu- 
laniski, we, the officers and directors of the Daily News 
Company, have a few words to say to the people of 
Richmond in our own behalf. and in behalf also of ev- 
ery fair-minded and honor-loving man and woman on 
this townsite. 


We are basing these few remarks upon the supposi- 
tion that the people as a whole love justice and the 
right and dispise injustice and wrong, irrespective of 
what side of this or any other controversy they may 
have been on in the past. It has been said that God 
hates a coward, and we believe that is true. It is also | 
true that the general public turns against the indivi- 
dual who stoops ‘to acts and deeds which are unmanly 
and underhanded. Nobody has any use for the poisoner 
of wells. Wal 

We have no desire to burden the public with a lat 
of details about our own business, therefore suffice it 
to say that parties whom we have trusted betrayed us 
as basely as Judas did his Savior and for the same 
reason—pieces of silver. This was taken advantage of 
by certain enemies the News has always had to conten? 

" with, and they furnished the pieces of silver. The cul- 
minating result was a good deal like a run on a. bank. 
You all know what a run on a bank is, and how disas- 
trous it generally turns out, no matter how solvent the 
bank is. It may have millions in good loans and se- 
curtties, but if a run is started on it from any cause it 
cannot realize immediately upon its securities, its de- 
positors all get panic-stricken, demands for immediate 
cash payment are made by everybody having even six- 
bits interest, and the result is that in a majority of 
cases the institution is forced to the wall, unnecessarily 
and in many cases unjustly. Many a run on a good 
and solvent bank has been started by a few enemies of ;

“happening to the News lately, with the exception that 
in ‘our case it did not pan out as the conspirators had 
it figured.

Every person the News owes a dollar or cent to will get Pig 
his money, every bit of ft, and quick.’ We may possibly 7 { 
lose the ase of a small amount of material pending a ah. 
suit to try out the rights of property which we have 
brought, but that is immaterial. It will not make two 
cents worth of difference to the News if it lost it all 
and ferever—it would go right ahead anyway, and buy 
just as much new material as it might need, be it much 
or little, and it can do this if its wants to for the simple 
reason that it happens to have the money to pay for it. 
Also, in the past wegk, the News has acclumated 
enough good strong: financial backing to put in half a 
dozen newspaper plants if it wanted them. 


One little instance out of half a dozen other similar 
we will briefly mention, just to let you see and appre- 
ciate the despicable methods which have been em- 
Ployed, and it will serve as a sample of all the rest, 
and then we will ask you what you think of that sort 
of methods. 

The News bought $1250 worth of printing material 
of one firm, upon a monthly payment. plan, and had 
paid off over a thousand dollars of that account, leav- 
ing only a small balance which could be paid off on de. 
Mand any day, No demand was made, as far as the 
News Company has knowledge. Outside parties went 
to the firm, so the firm deposes and says, and succeeded 
in buying up the account and getting an assignment of 
the same through false representations, to-wit, that they 
themselves were creditors and having claims based upon 
equities had to buy up all such “little outstanding claims 
in order to protect their own interests and make it 
00d. They had no interests or claims whatever, but 
made that misrepresentation in order to induce the 
other party to sell his small claim. Immediately upon 
obtaining it they sued Out an attachment and put it In 
the hands of officers, with instructions to take nothing 
but the goods, and to sieze and carry away the entire 
$1250 worth of material. Upon arrival of the officers 
payment of the balance due in full was tendered then 
by the News Company in cash, and they refused to ac- 
cept it. Then a bond was offergd in double the amount 
of the entire original elaim—a bond for $2500. This 
also was refused, and the entire amount of material, om 
which we had paid over a thousand dollars and offered 
to pay every cent of the remaining small balance, was 
siezed and hauled away. It was not money they were 
after, or bonds or any legal or other settlement—it was 
to cause trouble to the News that the claim was pur- 
chased in the first Place, and the plan was forced thru 
by nothing less than strong-arm methods to the finish. 
It was undoubtedly hoped and expected that this woul@ 
start something which the News could not stop, and 
would be, as one of our evening contemporaries aptly 
expressed it the same day—the beginning of the end. 

And ity a way, the contemporary was right in ite 
guess. It was the beginning of the end. We will admit 
that, to stop argument. But there is a slight difference 
they all overlooked.
